| whereof, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council], ſtritly Require anc 
mand all the Beggers within this Kingdom, immediatly to repair to the {ſeveral Pg 
where they were Born; and where the Paroch or place of their Kirth 1s not certain, 
ſtintly known, that they repair to the Paroches where they laſt Refided for the ſpas 
ven years together,and to keep the ordinary High ways to the (everal Paroches of thei 
or laſt ſeven years Reſidence; and ſo ſoon as they come to the ſaid reſpeCtive Parod 
Preſent themſelves to the Heretors and Elders; and where Paruches are Vacant, ang 
no Elders, tothe Heretors alone z whom we,with Advice forelaid, Require and Com 
to make the proviſions neceſſary for the {aids Beggers, and to Liſt their Names amor 
poor of the Paroch, that they may be Lodged and intertained accordingly ; with 
tion to all who ſhall be found Begging after the (econd Tx:ſd4ey of Septcler next, the 
be ſeized as Vagabonds, Impriſoned, and fed on Bread and Water for a V.onth,or ti 
be ſent home to the reſpeQive Parochegpf their Birch,or 1aſt ſeven years Reſidence, ir 
ner mentioned in Our {aid former ProWamation. And We with Advice foreſaid, 
and Command the Magiftrats of Our Burghs Royal, ro Meet and Stent rhemſelves,co 
to ſuch order and cuſtom uſed and wont in laying on Stents. Annuities, or other F 
Burdens in the reſpeftive Burghs,as may be moſt effeual to reach all.the Inhabnanrsx 
the Heretors of the ſeveral Vacant Paroches likewiſe to meet, and Stent themſelves, fc 
mrainance of their ſaid reſpeftive Poor, and to appoint the In-gaihering, Uplifting 
applying of the ſame for the uſes foreſaids. - Sicklike, and in the ſame manner, as th 
retors and Elders are appointed by Our {aid former Proclamation, and all the Mini 
Heretors are hereby required to give timeous intimaticn to the Sheriff of the Shire,ifar 
roch,or Perſon,fhall fail in performance of this Chriſtian duty,in haill,or in partz An 
Sheriff, or Sheriff-depute, are hereby required to call the Delinquents before them, wi 
any delay; and if guilty, to Fine them in double of the quota wt.ich the Miniſter or 
tors ſhall atteft ro be wanting, and to cauſe Poynd for the {zme immediatly. And fr 
for preventing of any Queſtion may ariſe betwixt the Heretors and Kirk-Seffion in the 
ral Paroches of this Kingdom abour the q#ote of the ColleQions at the Church Doo 
otherways to be made by the ſaid Seſſion, to be payed in to the Heretors, for the end 
faid : Wedo hereby with Advice forelaid, determine the ſame to be the half of the 
ColleQions, and ordains the ſaid Kirk Seffion to pay in the ſame from timetctimetot 
Heretors, or any to be by them appointed accordingly. And We with Advice fore 
declare and ordain Our faid former Proclamation to ftand in full force and vigour, ir 
haill Heads, Points, and Articles thereof. and ordains the {amine to be putro execution 
all diligence, in ſo far as the ſame is not hereby altered or innovat.
